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Response to Arguments 

The indicated allowability of claim 33 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered 
reference(s) to Sroka (US 5,590,41 1). Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sroka (US 
5,590,41 1) in view of Wheatley, III (US 5732341 A). 

Regarding claim 33, Sroka discloses a transceiver (Fig. la), comprising: 

a transmitter (106) operative to transmit a signal at a variable transmit power including at 
least a high and a low power level (Col. lines ); a receiver (102) operative to receive a signal 
and determine its signal strength (Col. lines ), and including a low noise amplifier (LNA) having 
an adjustable gain and an adjustable third order input intercept point (IIP3) (Col. lines ) ; and a 
processor operative to adjust the IIP3 of the LNA in response to a transmitter's transmit power. 
(Col 5 lines 25-36) but does not expressly disclose that the processor is operative to compute an 
error rate in the received signal. 

Wheatley discloses a transceiver (Fig. 1), comprising: a transmitter operative to transmit 
a signal at a variable transmit power including at least a high and a low power level (Col. 4 lines 
45-52); a receiver operative to receive a signal and determine its signal strength (Col. 4 lines 53- 
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64), and including a low noise amplifier (LNA) having an adjustable gain and an adjustable third 
order input intercept point (IIP3) (Col. 4 lines 60-66); and a processor operative to compute an 
error rate in the signal received by the receiver, (col. 8 lines 1-16 and 47-48) Therefore it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to compute an 
error rate in a transceiver, error rate of the received signal providing useful analysis information 
for test, measure and analysis of the receiver itself as well as the foreign transmitter and the 
channel conditions. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 25, 27, 28-32 are allowed. 

Claim 34-41 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
